time of his going overboard, at one o'clock 
of the morning till five of the afternoon, 
whenhereached shore. The water was cold, 
and the risk of cramps was added to his 
perils. He had the foresight, as soon as 
he could, to get off his heavy outer cloth- 
ing and put himself in as free a condition 
for easy action as possible, 

About eleven o'clock Tuesday afternoon, 
he got sight of land. He was thon drift- 
ing towards it, but in a few moments the 
wind changed and he commenced driftin, 
away. Again the fickle wind shifted at 
set him towards the shore. This time he 
determined not to be entirely at the mercy 
of the wind and current, and by swiming 
availed himself of the aid of the eloments. 
He was noticed by people on the shore near 
Avon point, afew miles out, but it was not 
till he had approached within two miles of 
them that they became certain that the ob- 
jects were a man and a plank. Mr, John 
Gifford, residing there, was watching close- 
ly, and aided the almost exhausted man in 
getting a footing on that river-bound coast. 
He took him to his home, where he and his 
wife devoted themselves to his care, giving 
him food, stimulating drinks, wrapping him 
up in warm clothes, sweating him, &. On 
Wednesday, this kind hearted man brought 
the rescued sailor to this city. Heis much 
bruised, being as he says, ‘ stiff, and black 
and blue all over.” The escape from 
drowning is wonderful, and is clearly owing 
to his strength, hardihood and his bein, 
able to swim. An ordinary landsman ene 
undoubtedly have been lost.

Value of Sun-flowers. 


(From the New Yoak Observer.) 


A gentleman puts in a plea for the sun- 
flower, expressing the opinion that were it 
rare, and therefore costly, it would be held 
as a floral treasure,instead of being regarded 
as homely and plebeian. Ofcourse, he al- 
ludes to the Helianthus Annus, which is 
larger and more generally known than either 
of the other varities, as it is also the most 
valuable. The plant grows with great ra- 
pidity, its leayes soon become large enough 
to serve asacovering for young cabbage 
and tomato sets; they also, whether green 
or dried, make eating for which cattle and 
horses evince peculiar fondness. In earlier 
times they were used to some extent as sub- 
stitutes for tobacco, and were regarded as 
possessed of medicinal virtures, especially 
efficient in cases of asthma. The golden 
blossoms afford excellent pasturage for bees, 
the florets being remarkably full of honey 
making material, The seed, besides yield- 
ing oil of superior quality, makes first-class 
feed for fowls, The stalks answer well as 
bean poles, (and may be planted near the 
hill soon after the beans are up), and they 
haye been used in hop yards with satisfac- 
tory results for similar purposes. If cut in 
autumn and kept dry, the stalks are also 
yaluable as a substitute for kindling wood, 
Certain tests have established the fact that 
the sunflower is an absorbent of malaria, 
consequently a preventive of fevers, and, 
therefore, peculiarly worthy the attention 
of all persons so unfortunate as to be living 
within twenty miles of New York, or in low 
places further away. Allin all, the ‘poor 
man’s posey,” as the sun-flower is some- 
times called,doserves high praise,and stand- 
ing up as it does, keeping its broad, round, 
domestic, cheery face towards the bright 
side always, it sets an example worth being 
heeded.

Gold Mines of Nova Scotia. 


Prof. Hind read a paper before the Bo- 
| ciety of Arts in London a few wooks ago, 
on Gold Mining and its prospects in Nova- 
Scotia. An interesting discussion followed 
| from which we make oxtracts which will bo 
intoresting to the pooplo of this district : 
| Tho Chairman in inviting discussion said 
| he desired to point out that the paper di- 
| vided the subject of gold mining into two 
| important points, one being the question ax 
| to the occurrence of the gold, for it must 
| bo known first whethor there was a sufli- 
cient quantity of gold in the district to 
inake it worth while for companies to sub- 
scribo capital, and expend money in a ser- 
ios cf operations carried on for many year; 
and the second question referred to th 
method of, and economy in, extracting the 
gold. On the former question he ald 
have something to say himself; and, with 
regard to the latter, Professor Hind had 
| gone pretty fully into it, pointing out nine 
pee couses of failure which had come 
under his: own notice. If any gen! 
present had had any ecpeclénge in asaee 
this kind it would be desirable that they 
should give additional information or con- 
firmation of Mr, Hind’s statements, par- 
ticularly with regard to the stratification of 
auriferous quartz in Nova Scotia.

time for Market, and not to leaye before 
three or four o'clock in the afternoon, The 
“Rochester” drains the Bay for the benefit 
of Kingston. We want to bring to Belle- 
ville. There are two parties offering, and 
things being equal such as the size,speedand 
accommodation of the boats, he (Mr. Hold- 
en) would give the preference to our own 
townsmen. $300 a year, for three years, is 
not too much to give to establish such a 
boat service. 

Mr. Kelso said that the granting of a 
small annual subsidy would give the Coun- 
cil some control over the boat. 

Mr. Tannahill said Mr. Gildersleeve was 
prepared to build a boat suitable for the re- 
quirements of the station ; and in the mean 
time, if required, would put the ‘ Bay of 
Quinte” on for the remainder of the pro- 
sent season. He (Mr. Tannahill) did not 
wish to oppose his fellow townsmen, but he 
represented the interest of Mr, Gildersleeve, 
who would build a boat with accomodation 
for horses, cattle, and possibly waggons, 
and which would have a speed of 14 miles 
an hour, and that would be a great benefit 
to the town. He thought the plan could 
not succeed unless a suitable boat was 
built. The parties who are now running 
boats should have this year to themselves, 
and Mr, Gildersleeve and others would

Mr. Vandusen said Mr. Gildersleeve's 
interest is in Kingston, where’ he owns a 
large property. Ours is here, and we want 
to advantage Belleville while he wants to 
build up Kingston.

Discovery of Twelve Dead Bodies. 


A revolting discovery was made on the 27th | 
of twelve dead bodies unburied, under the 
following circumstances:—Mr, Judd, an in- 
spector of nuisances, in the discharge of his 
duty, inspected some stables in Denmark-gar- 
dens, Kilburn, in the occupation of Mr. John 
Austin, undertaker, whose private residence 
isin Chichester terrace. In a sort of cup- 
board under the stairs he found two coffins. 
In aloft he discovered another coflin, and on 
opening them « shocking sight presented it- 
self. Ineach coffin was the body of a dead 
child, in a state of advanced decomposition 
and putrefaction. One body, the inspector 
states, “looked like a mummy” Mr, Judd 
then went to Chichester terrace, and there 
found ina small room cight other bodies of 
children in coffins or boxes, and one body 
was placed ina vessel that is described as a 
kind of earthen pot. All were decomposed, 
and the stench emanating from them was 
abominable and dangerous to the health, The 
inspector spoke to the undertaker, who said 
he knew he had done wrong, but poverty had 
compelled him to leave the bodies unburied, 
although he had been paid for the interment 
ofsome at least. Mr. Austin, the inspector 
stated, told him that he had not certificates 
for the burial of all the corpses. Mr. Judd 
appeared before Mr. D'Eyncourt the same day 
and stated the facts. Mr. D.Eyncourt said a 
medical certificate must be brought to him 
stating thatthe bodies were in at astate as 
to endanger the health of the inmates of the 
house,and then he would give anorder for their 
burial, and costs could be recovered against 
the undertaker. The relatives of the deceased 
should be informed, but he did not see how he 
could grant a warrant against the unbertaker.

If the young men of Belleville know what 
healthful exercise boating in the shape of 
rowing was, wo fancy they would indulge in 
the exercise to a large extent.

It is quite natural after leaning 
over the desk or counter all day, and tak-

It appears that 
just after the accident one of the victims, sup- 
poued to be Rogers, as he was a good swimmer, 
was seen to be sustaining himself; a schoonor 
in the vicinity hove to, and a boat containing 
two men put off ; it reached the manin the 
water, and ho was partia'ly raised and sustain. 
ed for some little time, and was then dropped 
back into the water and the, boat returned to 
theschooner, which sailed away. This latter 
part of it was witnessed by the boy in the 
wherry, who got the body to the shore, and 
the whole thing was seen by parties in a boat 
not faraway. From these premises the un- 
avoidable deduction is that Mr. Rogers was 
picked up in a half drowned condition, robbed 
and thrust back intothe water again, The 
affair is being thoroughly investigated, and 
officers are upon the track of the vessel, which 
is known, It would seem that no punishment 
is too severe fo: the perpet ‘ators of such a crime 
almout too horrible for belief.

School Hxaminations. 


(We have been requested to give .publicity 
to the following. 

The usual examinations were held during 
the week beginning June 20th. 

‘At Mr. Macoun’s, School No. I, the ex- 
amination evinced that good and faithful 
work had been successfully performed in 
spite of the large attendance, viz. 136, for 
two teachers. Being unwell I was unable 
to be present at the afternoon session, but 
feel confident from what I witnessed in the 
morning that all the subjects would as 
proved equally satisfactory. 

At No, 2, Coleman Ward, Mr. N. Ver- 
milyea, Principal, I spent the whole of 
June 2ist., with almost unqualified satis- 
faction. ‘The examination was on the whole 
the most thorough which I havé assisted at 
in this school, and the average of answering 
was very high. This was the case in every

special praise. Twenty-one examples up 
to Compound Interest were wrought in an 
hour, the pupils being so placed that they 
could haye no communication with one 
another, and I may say that they were all 
correct in their answers. The writing was 
yery creditable throughout. The order 
maintained was admirable, and the general 
appearance of the pupils, both as to their 
dress and person, was most neat and pleas- 
ing. A variety of prizes was distributed, 
the gifts of Mr. James Glass and Mr. Ver- 
milyea, including a number of pocket 
knives to the boys by Mr. Glass for pen- 
manship, 

School No. 3, Mr. Pashley. The exami- 
nation of the junior department was satis- 
factory ; in the senior department, however, 
there is a great falling off, the attendance 
not appearing to average 30, and the stan- 
dard of attainment being low. No 5th 
class was presented for examination. 

School No. 4, Mr. McKeown. The 
junior department here also, although very 
numerous, reflected much credit upon the 
assistant, Miss Urquhart. Order,excellent. 
In the senior department, I thought I ob- 
served some improvement. 

School No. 5, Mr. Irwin.—Owing to the 
large average of attendance of all grades 
to be taught by one teacher, it had been 
impossible for Mr, Irwin to pay much at- 
tention to the youngest classes. Those 
pupils under Mr. Irwin's immediate care 
did well, A large number of prizes was 
distributed by the teacher at hisown charge. 

School No. 6, Miss Banan.—This school, 
owing to the situation and character of the 
building, the re-opening of the Grammar 
School to girls, and the radical defects of 
the system upon which it was originally 
organized, is in a somewhat less flourish- 
ing condition. The Board will observe 
that the average attendance has fallon to 
67 for two teachers, and in order even to 
secure this number, I have been obliged to 

wink at a serious lowering of the standard 
for entrance. Asa consequence the bene- 
fits of classification, and tho superior ad- 
vantages of a High School, are ina great 
measure destroyed, Making these allow- 
ances, tho examinations must be pronounc- 
ed satisfactory. Tho order of the Junior 
Division is much improved. Owing to the 
cause above reforred to, the Senior De- 
partment did not come up to its old stand- 
ard of attainment, nor was the order quite 
as good as formerly. 

Bofore closing I would wish, in justice to 
the other schools, to explain that the large 
average (227) and superiority of School No. 
2, aro duo, not simply to the high per- 
sonal qualifications of the teacher, but also 
to the measure of progress which is there 
made, however imperfectly, towards a moro 
thoroughly classified system. It is to be 
hoped that tho Eastern side of the town 
will awake to seo the important conclusions 
here indicated.

Startling Murder. 


TWO CONVICTS MUROBR A GUARD 
IN BROAD DAY 


ESCAPE OF TILE MURDE 


Yostorday afternoon the neighborbood 


of Kingston Penitentiary was the scone of

The 
news reached tho city about two o'clock, and 
created a feeling of hoxror and sympathy

od was very well known and respected in 

Kingston, and that added to the intensity | 
of the feeling. | 


The immediate scono of the murder was | 
tho limokiln, aituated in the well known 
Penitentiary quarries, north of Union 
street, and about 600 yards from the Pris- 
on itself. Yesterday on the return of the 
convicts and guards to the kiln after din- 


ner, Guard Henry Traill was found to 


havo been murdered ist cold blood, and two 
conyicts who were left in charge, named 
John Smith and Daniel Mann, to have es- 
caped. The kilu is worked regularly by a 
large party of convicts, with an efficient 
staff of guards to superintend and secure 
them, At noon hour, this party is marched 
into prison to dinner, but as it is necessary 
to keep the fires up constantly, a.,guard and 
two convicts are left until the return at 
one o'clock to attend to them. Yesterday 
it happened that Traill was left with the 
tio conyicts named, and they availed them- 
selves of the opportunity to carry out a 
deep laid scheme of effecting their: escape, 
ata fearful cost howeyer, Opposite the 
kiln, and about 40 or 50 feet from it, 
stands a large stone Imilding, the lime 
house, and in the door,of the building the 
Guard was accustomed tosit and exercise 
his surveilance over the workmen, The 
conyicts had free passage in and out of the 
house, moving behind and in front of the 
guard without ordinarily occasioning any 
concern whatever to him. Yesterday they 
appear to have taken advantage of his con- 
fidence in them, to have gained the interior 
of the building, then to have advanced 
noiselossly on Trail, and dealt him two 
fearful blows witha heavy club, which 
seem to have been almost immediately, 
though not expectedly; fatal, They then, 
in pursuance of their plan, threw off their 
prison clothing, having already secured 
other clothes, which they wore underneath, 
and after tying and gagging their yictim, 
and robbing him of his prison rifle and 
revolver, watch and coat, ran off to the 
wood to cover their escape by security. 


When the main body returned to the kiln, 
they found Traill lying inside the door of 
the lime house quite dead. His feet (facing 
the door) were tied with a rope, and his 
head was laid on Smith’s prison coat, fold- 
ed up, on which there was some blood. 
Marn’s prison jacket was found in one cor- 
ner of the building along with the yest and 
overhauls of Smith, near these was the 
stick with which evidently the deed was 
done. It is the oaken handle of a sledge 
or pick about three feet long and quite 
thick and heavy. ~The wounds,two in num- 
ber are in the back of the head» near the 
carotid artery, and on the forehead, near 
the right temple Both are contused 
wounds,and very little blood seems to have 
flowed from them. On the discovery of the 
body, medical assistance was sent for, and 
hurried to the spot, but the vital spark had 
fled. Parties for the pursuit of the murd- 
erers were then seton foot, and the great- 
est exertions made to secure them. The 
body was remoyed and an inquest will be 
held by Coroner Sexton this morning at 
ten o'clock at the Prison, 

A French convict, named Mocquin,seem- 
ed to be in some way acquainted with the 
design of the murderers, and his statement 
was taken in writing, and we are permitted 
to publish it, It contains a number of facts, 
which would not otherwise be disclosed ;— 


TEMENT oF Convior Epwarp Moguin. 
—I was working in the Lime Kiln this 
thorning at seven o'clock, Iwas alone with 
John Smith, Dan Mann and Traill, Dan 
Mann told me, and so did Smith, that they 
were going to run away to-day. They told 
me they were going to kill the Guard with a 
stick—the handle of the sledge. When Dan 
Mann told me this he told me he hada black 
suit under his a clothes, and I paw the 
clothesthen on him. Kaeh-had a suit of plain 
clothes underhis prison dregs, Thoy said they 
would go into the woods toward the Depot. 
They intended to go to Toronto, and from ‘Lor 
ronto to the United States, Smith and Mann 
told me that they had money, but I did not 
see it. They said nothing of the gun or arms, 
The Depot they meant was the G. ‘I, R Depot 
at Kingston. Thoy distinctly told me that 
they would kill the Guard, When I went 
back to the Lime Kiln “after dinner I saw the 
uard tied. They told, that is Smith and 
Mann, that their wives got them the clothes, 
‘and left them in the field near the Lime Kiln 
two mouths since. I saW the clothes two 
months ago inthe field, The same clothes I 
saw in the field were the clothes they had on 
this morning. 1 saw them put on the clothes 
this morning in the Lime House, when the 
Guard went to breakfast. The Guard took 
hie breakfast outside noar the Lime House 
door, Dan Mann told me that he would catch 
the Guard when he (the Guard) was sleepin, 
on the pile of boards outside of the door, 
daw tho men taking the clothes into the Lime 
House and putting thom on. The Guard was 
then ot breakfast, hoy said they would 
steal his watch and hid clothes. They were 
speaking a weok before this of killing the 
guard, stealing his clothes and going away.— 
told the Guard what they limo this morn- 
ing, and also told the Guard before thia week, 
Tho Guard said he was not afraid of them, 
The Guard never paid any attention to them 
when they went to the Lime House, While 
the Guact went be sitting at the door the:

Great Fire at Brockville. 


(By Special Telegraph.) 
Brockville, July 8. 
~The engine house andshops of the B. & 
©. R. R. were destroyed by fire last night, 
together with a number of cars in course 
of construction for the Canada Central 
Railway. The fire first caught in a build- 
ing used for stores whence it extended 
in an incredibly short space of time 
to the engine house and shop, . The 
results are most disastrous both tothe Com- 
pany and to the employees, most of whom 
last their stock of tools and will be thrown 
out ofemployment for sometime. The es- 
timate loss is not less that $100,000, about 
one third is covered by insurance.

In the Courier d’Oran a frightful crime 
is recorded, which even in the unhapp;

(2) That Ihave no expectations 
of receiving inything from that company, or 
from any one on their behalf on account of 
their rond or any of itsinterests, (3) That 
if that company and all its property, and 
the town of Cobourg; too, were swallowed 
up to-morrow, I would not be one penny the 
poorer or richer, In a word that I haye no 
more interest in that road or any of its pro- 
perty or connections than Mr, Diamond 
has. Mr, Diainond is personally acquainted 
with most of the people of Cobourg, who 
have anything to do with that company,and 
if he will ask any ov all of them, they will 
tell him the same thing—let him ask Mr. 
John Bell, of Belleville, who is a director 
of that company, if I have any interest in 
it. In short let Mr, Diamond get facts, and 
not use as a substitute for them his own 
fancies.

“The New Nation of 24th June contains 
an editorial article as follows :—‘Yesterday 
one of the most important meetings ever 
held by a legislative body here, was held by 
the Legislative Assembly of Assiniboia. 
A special session of the Legislature was con- 
yened by president Riel for the 23rd inst., 
but little business was done till the follow- 
ing day—when the Rey. Mr, Richot, ono of 
tho delegates to Canada, appeared before 
the Assembly, and reported the result of the 
mission to Ottawa. 

When the Rey. Mr. Richot had closed 
his report, the House passed a cordial vote 
of thanks to him for the straight-forward, 
courageous, and successful way in which he 
had discharged his important mission. 

‘Tt was then unanimously resolved by 
the Legislature, in the name of the people, 
that the Manitoba Act should be accepted 
as satisfactory, and that the country should 
enter the Dominion on the terms specified 
in the Manitoba and Confederation Acts, 
This conclusion was hailed with loud and 
onthusiastié cheers.

if one were to picture the interior of Greece 
as something like the mountainous parts of 
France or Scotland. While here, roads, 
villages, shepherds’ huts are to be met with 
at almost every step, there roads or any 
kind of habitations aro unknown. Desert 
heights, frequented only by wandering 
shepherds, by eagles, vultures, and a few 
tourists climbing the mountains for the 


purpose of enloyiip some splendid 
panoramas, are all that are to 
be met with, The wandering shep- 


herds are, at the same time, the brig- 
ands. The country,with its small farms, is 
utterly at the m of the armed thieves, 
and is forced not only to give. them all the 
provisions they have, but to keep the most 
profound secrecy, and to furnish them with 
all the information they may want. It is © 
only upon such conditions'that country peo- 
ple are allowed to live. If this state of 
things has been tolerated, M. Burnonf 
thinks itwas not the fault of any Ministry, 
past or present, but of the poealanaay of 
which the majority is intimidated, and the 
minority finds it advantageous to itself to 
support brigandage. Europe does hot care 
much about the struggle of parties which is 
constantly going on in that country, whose 
Liberal Constitution throws into the hands 
of the political leaders a power which they 
haye scarcely anywhere else, and which, — 
with the want of honesty and civilization, 
makes it a curse for the* whole State. 
People imagine in Europe that Ministers 
and Statesmen entertain relations with the 
brigands ; but thisis not at all the case, 
To become Minister in a State where there — 
is only one Chamber, and where Royal . 
power is merely nominal, it is m to 
«supported by the majority of the deputies, 
and therefore to imuake them promises. 
These promises are political ones where 
ideas are in conflict ; but they are personal 
where, as in Greece, private interests have 
the upper hand. Just in the same way, to 
become a deputy one wants the § of 
the majority of the electors and of the 
mayor, Here arguments, bribery, and in- 
timidation,are considered squat fit means; 
and for thepurpose of intimidation brigands, 
or people who are about to become brig- 
ands, are the most fit weapons, It is thus 
the mayor and the deputy who become the 
sorvants of the brigand, and who remain so 
as long as they are in office. 

The brigands are not Greeks, Troperly 3 
‘speaking. They are generally considered 
to be Albanians, although the Albanians 
of the shore of the Adriatic are quite dif- 
ferent in their aspect ‘as well as in their 
character, They aro also callod Vlachopi-» 
mener, or simply Viachs, and under this , 
namo they present quite a separate set of 
men belonging neither to Greece nor to 


Yurkey. ‘The band of Aryanitaki was

There was a gathering of the different 
Sunday Schools yesterday afternoon in 
the Lecture room of the Pinnacle Street 
Church, to listen to Miss McPherson, the 
Apostle to the London Street Arabs.— 
‘Readers will remember that this Indy 
has brouglit out to Canada a cargo of 
these little waifs, whom she has picked 
up in the gutters and from under the 
arch-ways of the great Metropolis, washed 
them, clothed them and got them into 
their right minds, and now is: trying to 
give them a start towards earning an 
~ honest livelih Miss McPherson is 
wise in bringing her little proteges to 
Canada. If they are industrious andhon- 
est they will obtain a future here, which 
_even her benevolence and hope scarce 
dreams of ; the London Arab, squalid, 
_ illmourished, ignorant of everything but 
_ yice, transformed into the sturdy and in- 
dependent Canadian mechanic or yeoman, 
callingno manmaster, living uponhis own 
land, living by the glad sweat of his own 
labor—not laboring for another—no one 


who has seen the miracles, which our free 
institutions and broad acres have worked 
inthe history of the industrious poor 
man. Miss McPherson told some very 
__ interesting incidents of her work in Lon- 
_ don, of the fathomless poverty and want 
__ of thousands of families which would 
iv estly if only they could get re- 
_munerative work, of the sadness and 
labor of liitle children, without a child- 
hood, working long hours at a time when 
their soft limbs should have nothing to do 
but grow ; of little babies from three to 
six years old working half the night that 

_ they might earn enough to buy their next

The “Stone Age” in Hawaii. 


Dr. Beratz, a German naturalist who is 
visiting the Sandwich Islands, described 


what he saw on the top of Mauna Kea :— 
The Great European Circus arrived here 


On our ascent to the top of Mauna Kea 
we visited the little lake of Waiau, situated 
atan elevation of 12,000 feet, in a depres- 
sion formed by the numerous snow-covered 
peaks of the mountain, The lake was coy- 
ered over with a crust of ice two or three 
inches thick, but not strong enough to 
skate upon, ‘To find ice in the topics 
striles the traveller with surpzise, and here 
we feel inclined.to play with it like chil- 
dren. About a mile below that we found 
n large cave, where the Hawaiians in olden 
times manvfacvured their stone implements 
for cutting doy a irees and excavating ca- 
noes. On our second visit to these moun- 
tain regions, we discovered a number of 
caves, all formerly used for similar purpo- 
ses. ‘Thece caves were undonbiedly inhab- 
ited in former days. In every one we found 
a fireplace near the entrance, showing that 
the hands of men had completed what na- 
ture had left unfinished. Where the na- 
tural entrance to a cave was too large we 
found rocks piled up like a wall, and the fis- 
sures and openings between them filled up 
with chips and stones. In other cavos 
again, where the entrance had proved too 
steep or rough to be comfortable, thero 
flat stones had been placed like steps, down 
which we decended into these little moun- 
tain habitations, This part of the moun- 


rom which material for the adze manufac- 
turo was procured,are situated—iscestitute 
of vegetavion, On cxamining the interior 
of the cayos, we found pieces of kapa of 
various textures and color ; bones of dogs 
and pgs, cocoanut shells, banana stexms, 
pieces of ava root, and sugar cane, o'd 
mats, firewood, and heaps of Opim shells, 
Out side of the caves, the ready madestone 
adzos were piled vp in large heaps oa both 
sides of tho entrance, ‘The most striking 
thing of the whole stone adze manufacture, 
and which at the same time gives us some- 
what of an idea of the extent to which it 
was carcied on, the number of ages during 
which it was continued, and the amount of 
people working constantly at it—nare the 
large mounds of little chips, thin and 
sharply pointed, in front of each cave, 
twonty to thirty feet high and thick. In 


some distance, led to the discovery of tho 
other caves, It is only « short time since 
tho *‘ stone” of these islands closed, and 
the first iron tools and metal instruments 
were imported by foreigners. Until thon 
Hawaiians worked 'ke the aborigines of 
other parts of the world, and like our 


ments, Flint arrow heads and spear heads, 
stone knives and war clubs are found in 
Europe and America, sometimes buried 
deep in the ground, withhuman bones and 
those of extinctanimals, The more'péace- 
fulof the Hawaiians had only stone a¢zes.

Miurrary Lire, — A correspondent at 
Coblentz writes : A painful impression has 
been created here by the following incident. 
Three soldiers of the line were undergoing 
a long term of imprisonment in the fortress 
of Ehrenbreitstein for desertion. They 
had originally deserted at Sarlouis and 
crossed the frontier, but, on the persuasion 
of their families, had surrendered them- 
selves to their regiment. Their term of 
punishment was seven years, of which only 
six months had expired, Finding their 
lifo, as is asserted, insupportable, they de- 
termined to drown themselves on the first 
favourable opportunity as a preferable fate. 
A few days ago they were employed on the 
Carthuse, the fine plateau which separates 
the Rhine from the Moselle, and it seemed 
t moment to attempt their rash 
enterprise. One sentry alone was in charge 
of them, and he witnessed their flight, He 
immediately fired and brought one victim 
down deni: the bullet having passed 
through his head. With oxtraordinary 
sang-froid and determination he loaded a 
second time, and again fired with fatal pre- 
cision ; the deserter fell dead, pierced 
through the heart. Once more loading he 


passed completely through his body, in. 
flicting frightful injury on his intestines, 
The unfortunate man was brought to tho 
military lazavetto in’ Goblentz where he 
lies in «hopeless condition. In military

Toronto, July 12. 

Toronto—the city of Ontario—has been 
dressed in its gayest attire, and the thou- 
sands that have thronged its streots to-day 
have also been decorated in the brightest 
colours of the rainbow. Soon after noon the 
steamers, propellers, and trains, one after 
the other, from all directions began to ar- 
rive with the different Lodges from the sur- 
rounding cities, towns, and villages.

The 
ladies were not at all willing to leave all 
the display to the opposite sex, for orange, 
blue, and scarlet ribbons were tastefully 
arranged with the rolls and curls of their 
hair, in the folds and tlounces of their dres- 
ses, attached to their sashes, hats, parasols, 
and even on their shoes, and immediately 
after the procession ended they were by no 
means ashamed to be seen beng led abort 
by their beaus, even if they were almosé 
covered with red cloats, and no doubt 
by this means many a youn; maa was 
prevented from being entraped with some 
of the city vices ; for although afew were 
to be seen in the evening a little top-heavy, 
yet the number was very small in compari- 
son to the thousands gathered, In the 
evening afer the enjoyments of the day, 
the Toron'o Lodges and a very large ga h- 
ering of lacies accompanied the visitors to 
the boats and trains, gave many a heerty 
cancer, and pasted to return to their homes 
and cherish the remembrances of the 12th.

The trial of Gen. Starr was resumed.

Our neighbors, now that we have dis-

The Fenian Trials. 
MANNIX PLEADS GUILTY. 


SENTENCE ON SIAR AND THOMPSON, 


Cananpataua, July 14—The Coast re- 
sumed at 9a. m. 

Hon. H. O. Cheesbrovgh of Canandaigua. 
counsel for the prisoner Mannix, said that 
he was auchor ized two withdraw his plea 
of not guilty, and enter a plea of gvil- 
ty, asto the last to couats of the indic’- 
ment, which counts charged him with pro- 
viding and procuring mea for the expedi- 
tion. Itappears that previous to the raid 
certain boxes which contained arms and 
ammunition were shipped to the the res 
at Malone, and he was insiramenial in 
ca'ry-ag them to ihe fenian camp, which 
offence, though it might be brovght within 
the Sialute, did not involve any gzeat de- 
gree of moral responsib'lity, It might be 
menvioned that he acquired the tit’e of 
Capta’n duricg the late rebellion. 

JUDGMENT 

The District Attorney moved for judg- 
ment. 

Judge Woodruff in sentenced the prisoner 
Starr, said his duty was always painful to a 
mind sensitive as to .be consequences o/ the 
penalty. The case had been submitied to 
a fair minded and intellicent jury, who had 
found the only verdict, which, in his view 
it was possible fora conscientious juty to 
find, The prisoner's previous careerin defence 
of his country entitled the commanity to 
expect from him obed'ence to the consviiu- 
tionandlawhe had exposed his life to protect 
—he had no apology of actirg suddenly or 
from impvlse. The consequenceshe must 
have expected were the prevalence of a most 
disastrouswar. ‘Theseconsiderations would 
have led him to impose the utmost penalty 
of the law, but for the recommendation of 
the jury, not vindicatory, but that others 
might be taught to respect the law, Some- 
thing might be due to the services he had 
rendered the country, and justice might be 
satisfied in yielding to the sucominibadation? 
ins ead, therefore, of a fine of $3,000 and 
3 years imprisonment, he shonld sentence 
him to imprizonment in the common jail of 
Avburn for two years,and a fine in tho nom- 
inal amount of $10. 

In the case of the prisoner Thompson, 
there was no consideration entitling him to 
greater leniency,ia fact{bis case was in some 
respects. aggravated, owing to him gretaer- 
persis‘ancy, and his proposing to return and 
renew the conflict. However, as his posi- 
tion in the raid was not as prominent as 
Stare’s he would not inflict any greater pen- 
alty,but would also sentence him to 2 years 
imprisoament and a fine of 10 dollars. 
Mannix had wisely chosen to plead guilty, 
and a8 he was not an active participant in 
the expedition, though contributing to it, 
nad a4 he now stood before the Court in 
the position of a penitent, justice would be 
satisfied by the imposition of a lighter pen- 
alty, he thorefore sentenced him to one 
year's imprisonment and a fine of $/0. 

‘The Sentences were peonounced admidst a 
silence of breathless eapsctabions; and no 
demonstravion of any kind onsued. Tho 
prisoners remained in the Court room a 
few minutes after the trial, their friends 
crowding around to bid them good bye. 
The District Attorney and other counsel 
shook hands with thom and thoy wero 
then removed in the custody of Marshal

The Orangemen being armed with pistols, 
returned the fire, and one of the Irishmen 
was shot in the head: This was the signal 
fora fearful struggle. Just at this time a 
small body of Police arrived on the ground, 
and dispersed the yiotera, but made no 
arrests. The Irishmen then retreated 

through the Park to North Avenue, where | 
another party of Irishmen was congregated, 
and through which the Orangemen were at- 
tempting to escape to the city, Theavenue 
was perfectly alive with infuriated men, 
crazy with excitement, and it was utterly 
impossible to say who were Catholics and 
who were Orangemen. The demon of 
bloodshed appeared to have taken posses- 
sion of every one, and stones flew in all 
directions, while the dccasional pop of a 
pistol shot lent additional excitement to 
the scene. Men ran about in all directions, 
some armed with picks, shovels, bludgeons, 
but the greater part carrying huge cobble 
stones which they hurled at one another 
with demoniac ferocity. The Eighth avenue 
cars were attacked in several instances, and 
smashed up badly with stones and picces 
or rocks.

Cars 76 and 91 were also at- 
tacked, but did not get so badly damaged. 
A serious skirmish occured on an eminence 
at the entrance of the Park, on Eighth ay- 
enue, close to the Fifty-fifth street. There 
were about 150 men rill told engaged in this 
fight, but it was impossible to tell which 
were which, only the Catholics appeared 
the strongest, and were in small mobs, 
hunting anything resembling an Orange- 
man. 
At this turn another detachment of police 
arrived, and succeeded again in driving the 
rioters back. They retreated to Eighty- 
ninth street, where the Orangemen made a 
stand, and a young buy about 15 years of 
age, and a man were killed byaclub. The 
police now arrived in considerable force, 
about 150 men being sent from headquar- 
ters, The police then closed the bar and 
cleared the Park, sending escorts with 
the Orangemen to their homes. Several 
arrests were made in the evening, but it 
will be utterly impossible to do anything 
with them, as in the melee it would be 
hard to distinguish any particular one. 
The city is ina terrible state of excitement 
over tho event, this being the first time 
that the Orangemen and Catholics ever had 
any trouble ofthis kind. The American 
people are greatly incensed over the riot, 
and steps will be taken to prohibit any 
meetings of alike nature. At one time it 
was feared that ihe riot would become gen- 
eral through that part of the city, but the 
prompt arrival of the police quelled any 
further demonstrations. At the present 
moment it is impossible to tell the exact 
number of killedand wounded, Every car 
from the Park brought dowa men, women, 
and children, some of them badly injured, 
while others had merely slight wounds 
about their face or bead. Except the great 
negro riot duriog the late war, this has been 
one of the most terrible affairs of the kind 
that has occurred inthe city, and wi!l be the 
means of making 4 great deal of better feel- 
ing throughout the whole city. A number 
of the mob wore either killed or badly in- 
jured by the police, who behaved with the 
greatest brayery, ard but for their strenous 
efforts a larger rollof casualities would have 
occurred. The remarkable thing aboutthis 
riot is, Uhat the ill feeling of thor days 
passed should have survived so long in mod- 
ern times, aad that justa hundred and 
eighty years ago, Catholic Irishmen fought 
P-otestant Irishmen at Boyne Water ; yes 
terday on the anniversary of the baitle, the 
descendants of the rival factions should be 
thirsty for each other's blood here in this 
American city, three thousand miles away 
from the field of the original conflict. Is 
it not about time that this wicked animosi- 
ty was suffered to dioout, and the quarrel 
of past centurios loft to sleep i 1 oblivion,

There seems to be little doubt from all 
that can be ‘earned, that the aitack upon 
the Orangemen was predetermined and ar- 
ranged for by the ring-leaders, at least of 
the Catholic party: Most likely by the 
Fenian element, who are as much enraged 
as discouraged by the disastrous end of 
their ‘ victorious” invasion of Canada. The 
skirmish however was quite as fatal to 
themselves as to their enemies, for the 
Orangemen did not fortunately trust to the 
protection of the Law or the police, many 
of whom would rather assist than impede 
the assailants in their deeds of violence. 
The affray it seems, has been attended with 
even worse consequences than was appre- 
hended at first, as several more wounded 
have been discovered, and some of those 
taken to the hospital have since died from 


the lightnings of war may be leaping 
forth.

Of course the | 
oil men were only too glad to hail the ad- 
vont of such a nabob in oil,and as he bought | 
freely, and did not mind five or ten cents a 
barrel, his advances wero readily met. 
Having accumulated all the oil he could, he 
made a sale of the whole to the Carbon Oil 
Company of Hamilton (Messrs. Parson & 
Williams), the oil having previously been | 
Rees in their tanks, Teams were kept 
busy from morning till night transferring | 
the oil from the different wells to the Car- 
bon Company’s tanks, and all went on smil- 
ingly. Having got all he could delivered, 
he went to the office of Pason & Williams, | 
and drew a cheque for $3,000, got it cashed, 
and at once cleared for the Great penuu !

Nationale Mobile. They remain at home, 
get not more than fifteen drills per year, 
are never under canvass, and are dis- 
charged at the end of five years. Dur 
ing war they are destined to garrison 
fortresses, keep open commnnication «e., 


Great inducements ure héld out for good 
soldiers, to re-enlist for another five 
years, but no longer, as they are con- 
sidered past theiv prime ut thirty-one, 
The re-engaged soldiers get an additional 
penny a day, and one third of all the 
minor appointments in the public service 
are: kept for them, It is computed that 
10,000 re-enlist every year ; in this way 
the French army has 50,000 old soldiers 
scattered through her ranks—a tower of 
strength in the hour of need—the actual 
strength of the French urmyis about as 
follows:—Regular army, 400,000 ; first 
reserve, 100,000; second reserve, 228,000 ; 
Garde Nationale Mobile, 330,000 ; in all, | 
the mighty liost of 1,058,0000 men. 


The population of Prussia is about 30,- 
000,000 ; the number of recruits drawn 
annually is 100,000 ; of the age of twenty 
or twenty-one, they serve three years in the 
ranks of the regular army, ‘then pass four 


in their Landwehr; after thus serving 
twelve years they are discharged. The 
Landwehr thus becomes a body of old, well 
drilled soldiers, and is employed when the 
reserves are called for,in keeping open com- 
munications and garrisoning fortresses, thus 
liberating the whole of the regular troops 
for the field at once, 

The Prussian Goyernment unlike the 
French neyer encourages reenlistment, her 
regular army is composed of men having 
one, two and three years drill. The actual 
strength of tho Russian army is as follows : 
Regular Army 300,000 ; Reserves 350,000 ; 
Landwehr 370,000; total 1,020,000 men ; 
being in numbers a little less than the 
French Army. This is the general outline 
of the Army organization of the contending 


two systems, military men say that the 
Prussian is the best. 

In comparing the strength of the two 
armies on the above data, it will be seen 
that other things being equal, the French 
regular army must be the best. It is 100,- 
000 stronger than the Prussian, and is com- 
posed of men having from one to five years’ 
drill, together with 50,000 re-enlisted sol- 
diers all of whom are men recommended 
for good conduct. 

In regard to the reserve of the standing 
army, the Prussian is the best, as it is 
entirely composed of soldiers having at 
least threo years drill, whereas the First 
French Reserve are almost raw recruits, 
having had only five months’ drill ; but the 
French Second Reserve must be quite equal 
to the Prussian Reserve. The French will 
not require as many of the reserves to fill 
up their ranks at the outsctas the Prus- 
sian, because the regular army of the former 
is the strongest by 100,000. 

In regard to the Landwehr there can be 
no comparison between the two systems, 
The Prussian is composed of men who have 
been three years in the regular army, and 
four years in the reserve. In the French 
system, this body is composed of men who 
have never had more than fifteen days’ drill 
in a year, and very few of them even that, 
so that they can be but little better than 
our old sedentary militia. 

The Navy of Franco is much superior to 
that of Prussia; although Prussia of late 
has been shaking strenious efforts to become 
anaval power. Tho French haye some of 
the strongest iron-clads afloat, and in this 
respect are second only to England, 

The systems and arms of both nations are 
new. ‘They have never been tried in battle 
where the opposing forces were anything 
near equal, The Prussians have their 
needle gan right,and the memories of Sado- 
wa; the French have the Chessepot, a Bo- 
naparte ambition, and the memories of 
Jens. On the success or failure of France, 
no doubt depends tho question, whother a 
Bonaparte shall reign in France, and a 
Bourbon in Spain.

A Brinianr Ipva.—Somebody deserves 
credit for an economical idea, well carried 
out,inthe matter{of the lamp put up at the 
corner of [Bridge and George Streets. In- 
stead of the usual ifon post costing some 
$18 or $20, he has just run the gas pipe up 
the side of Mr. Jones’ garden fence and 
then branched off soas to bring the lamp 
over the middle of the sidewalk ; the pipe 
is protected by a bit of wood fastened out- 
side of it.

Gold ran from 1124 
to 114, and at one time, when a telegram 
announced that France had declared war 
against Prussia, the confusion was intense, 
gold going rapidly up for a few minutes to 
116, but it soon fell to 118}, at which it 
now stands. To-day, the announcement of 
the purchase of two millions of American 
sécnritios by European speculators, has 
causeda better feeling in the stock exchange. 

The excitement here in regard to the 
ocean yacht race, was increased to-day by 
the news that the ‘Cambria’ has been 
spoken by asteamer, and that the American 
yacht ‘Dauntless’ was not in sight. Bet- 
ting is very lively, 100 to 50 being offered 
on the Dauntless. Great preparations are 
also being made here for the intended yacht 
regatta, which will come off in August next, 
and some of the fastest yachts in the world 
are expected to be present. The yacht 
* America’, which carried off the Queen's 
Plate at Cowes some years ago, is now 
being rapidly overhauled, and fitted up 
to take part in the Regatts. The 
Cambria, Osprey, and someof the fastest 
French yachts will be here, and the New 
York Boat Club are determined to make 
the affair one of the grandest ever held on 
this continent. 


The labour movement goes on briskly all 
over the States, and the American mecha- 
nics are waking upto the fact that they 
have been carrying the Unions with too 
high a hand, and that their masters will 
endeayour to find other and cheaper labor. 
There are several strikes going on in this 
city ; some for highor wages, and others in 
support of the eight hour system of labor, 
with no reduction in wages. To-day, eight 
ear-loads of Chinamen arrived here 
from San Francisco, but their final destina- 
tion I could not learn. They are nearly all 
young men and boys, and seem very lively 
after their leng journey over the continent. 
If they are brought to this city and thrown 
into competition with the laborers, there 
will be another riot far more dangerous 
and bloody than the negro riot of 1862. 


July 15, noon. 


There is much excitement here over the 
news from Europe, of the declaration of war 
by France. For hours the bulletins near 
the various Printing Houses were crowded 
by throngs of anxious excited men, and in 
Nassau and Fultan Streets nothing but war 
istalked about. The effect in the stock ex- 
change hasnot been as depressing as was gener 
ally supposed it would be, if war broke out, 
Gold danced up and down, (and some of 
the brokers danced too,) but it finally settled 
down to 113}. The German population are 
in a fearful state of excitement, and on 
every beer shop that could buy or borrow, 
the Prussian flag was conspicuously dis- 
played, and loud and deep were the cursos 
of the Germans against Napoleon, The 
fecling of the American nation is decidedly 
with Prussia as thoy consider that France 
has made war without just cause. 


A meeting of the ship-owners of New York 
was held last night atthe Arton Houe 
when it was claimed that in the event of a 
long European war that France, Prussia, 
and Austria, would transfer their shipping 
to the American flag, which would benefit 
the commercial affairs of this country.— 
some of the papers claims that Napoleon 
has an oye on Cuba, but this European war 
will oventually{give Cuba her independence, 
or else annex her to the United States,— 
This country will remain neutral in tho 
conflict, but as other nations are drawn 
into the war, it would not be safo to any on 
what side she will be on. 

Rumours aro current to-day that the So- 
cretary of tho Navy has received ordors 
from tho Government to have all the iron- 
clads and monitors immediately put in a 
seaworthy condition, and thoir compliment 
of men shipped. At all events, two of the 
American frigatos in the harbour havo or- 
dors to procoed to sen, but their destination 
is not known. The sympathy of the Trish 
population is with the French, and the 
Gormans with Prussia, For tho sake 
of humanity, it is to be hoped that 
the war will bo concluded without other 
nations mixing up with the embroglio, and 
making a war, the effects of which would 


be folt for a contury. nM

The Auburn Advertiser, speaking of the 
arrival of the Fenian prisoners at that place, 
says, among other things ;— 

Gen, Owen Starr, merchant Louisville, 
Ky.; Col. Wm, L. Thomson,formerly Cap- 
tain in a New York regiment, and latterly 
of Albany post-office ; and Cap, Edward J. 
Mannix, of the firm of Mannix Bros., shoe 
dealers at Malone, and Head Centre of the 
Order there, and formerly in the Union 
army,arrived here by the noon train at 12:31 
to-day, consigned to Auburn prison, in 
chazge of U, 8. Deputy Marshals Foster 


M. Ferrin, of Watertown, andSummer L. | 


Hazen, of Malone. 

The prisoners were a!'owed to remain in 
Canandaigua over Friday night, at the re- 
quest of friends, by the kindness of the 
Marshals, and every respect and attention 
was paid them. 

On tvrival of the train at the depot in 
this city, a large crowd had collected to see 
the victims of this recent drama so madly 
enacted by the order of hot-headed or de- 
signing leaders. ‘The prisoners were con- 
ducted throv *h the crowd and entered the 
prison gate abreast, the’: appearance creat- 
ing general sympathy. 

Gen. Storr has the look of an eduéated 
and intelligent gentleman, is of medium 
height, pleasaat address, and confident as- 
pect. 
army through the late war, and is unmar-

Col. Thomson, taller and not so genteel 
in appearance, had the air of confidence and 
knowledge of the world which would be ox- 
pected of a man who had held the public 
position resigned by him when he entered 
the Fenian service. He isa Scotchman by 
birth, and 34 years of age. 

Captain Mannix, the elder of the three, 
looked like an ordinarily intelligent young 
Irishman. He Kas a wife and five children. 
During; his confinement, before trial, he 
eluded his guard and escaped, but finally 
gave himself up by adyice of friends, His 
age is 38. 

Thoy were at once taken to the rear hall 
and surrendered over to tho care of Agent 
Ross, and after a few minutes of conversa- 
tion with members of the press and a num- 
ber of other gentlemen present, were con- 
ducted to the dressing-room, where they ex- 
obanged their clothing for the striped uni- 
form worn by the folons with whom these 
patriotic but misguided men are now called 
to associate, though really guilty of no low 
or debasing crime, 

The prisoners ouch bore letters from the 
Judge, District Attorney, and other ‘Nigh 
officials, commending them to the utmost 
loniency of the officers in charge of the 
prison. In view of their peculiar circum- 
atances we hrve no doubt they will be plac- 
ed in comfortable positions at light work 
during their confinement, 

They aro quite hopeful of succossful of- 
forts being made to procure their release 
before their respective terms shall have 
boon served. They will not be assigned to 
labourin the shops, nor subjected to the 
barber's razor and shears at present, whieh 
latter fact will save each a military mous 
tache or other facial ornament. ‘Their ap- 
pearance for tho first fow moments im the 
bladk barred grey of the convicts provoked 
a quict laugh at their own expense. Other- 
wiad they appeared somewhat sober undor 
the change in their circumstances, Being |

A Monster Camp Meeting. 


The fifth annual camp meeting of the 
Methodist Church opened at Onkington, 
Md., near Havre de Grace, on Tuosday af- 
ternoon.

BEECHER ON THE WAR. 
Plymouth Church,on Sunday, was densely 


crowded with people in the expectation that 
a sermon would be preached on the present 
war. In this they were not disappointed, 
as Mr. Beecher delivered a sermon from 
the first two verses of the 4th chapter of 
James Epistle : 

“From whence come war and fightings 
among you? Come they not hence even of 
your lusts that war in your members? Ye 
lust, and have not ; ye fight and war, yet | 
'ye haye not, because ye ask not.”” | 
After delivering a very impressive sermon 
with more than his usual eloquence, Mr. 
Beecher referred to the endeayors of Eng- 
land to preserve the peace of Europe, he 
said: ‘* England desired the world to be 
at peace, thatshe might make all nations 
her customers, Her martial spirit has not 
decayed ; on her flags, red as blood, em- 
blazoned with the cross, ‘ victory was still 
seated, and woe tohim whoever to-day 
rouses the old lion." Those who think be- 
cause it has lain down with the lamb that it 
has become softer and may be treated with 
impunity, will find if it but rises, that the 
lamb is somewhere on their own side.” In 
speaking of France and Prussia he says : 


“T feel as though there had never been 
a great war waged so wantonly. Woe be to 
thee crowned head of Prussia! Woe be to 
thee crowned head of France! thatso ruth- 
lessly marches to dye a continent in blood. 
It is for us as a people, having passed 
through the trial of the battle-field,to thank 
heaven for its mercy, and pray that peace 
again be restored to Europe. Who can tell

Particulars of ae Guiding Star. 


Disaster. 
(From the Detroit Post.) 


The explosion of the boiler of the ill-feated 
propeller Guiding Star seems to have been a 
more serious affair than was at first reported. 
From the captain’s wife, Mrs. McFar- 
land, who was aboard at the time of the ac- 
cident, and returned to the city yesterday, 
we learn a few additional particulars. The 


for wood at Port Maitland, near the mouth 
of the Welland Canal. Twenty-five cords 
had been taken on, and the propeller was 
just swinging out from the dock, when the 
oiler exploded with a terrific report, and 
litterally tore the after part of the vessel 
to splinters. Mrs. McFarland, her sister, 
and a child of the latter, were abed in the 
cabin, and had hardly timeto spring out, when 
what was left of the vessel appeared to split 
open from end to end, and almost instantly 
sink, leaving the forward part slightly out 
of water. ‘The propeller’s boats were blown 
no one knew whither, but fortunately asmall 
yawl which had been just put aboard was 
tossed upon the shore by the explosion, 
without being broken, and with the aid of 
this the surviving passengers were taken 
from the wreck. Their escape seems mira- 
culous, and is attributed in part to the 
vessel’s being heavily laden with stoves, 
iron, hardware threshing machines, and 
heavy articles, which kept the hull, par- 
ticularly the forward part, from being Ane 
tered as much as it otherwise would have’ 
been.

Sizing Down the Age of Man. 


The man that dies youngest, as might 
be expected, perhaps, is the railway brakes- 
man, His average age is only 27. Yet 
this must be taken with some allowance,from 
the fact that hardly any but active men are 
employed in this capacity.—At the same 
age dies the factory workman, through the 
combined influence of confined air sedentary 
posture, scanty wages and unremitting toil. 
‘Then comes the railway baggage man, who 
is smashed on an average at 30, Milliners 
and dress makers live but very little longer. 
The average age of one is 32 and the other 
38. The engireor, the fireman, the con- 
ductor, the powder maker, the well digger 
and the factory operative, all whom are ex- 
posed to sudden and violent deaths, die on 
an average under the age of 35. The cutler 
the dyer, the leather dresser, the apothe- 
cary, the confectioner, the cigar maker, 
the painter, the silversmith, the printer,the 
shoe .cutter, the engrayer, and the machin- 
ist, all of whom lead contined lives. in un-

Then come 
trades that are active, or in pure air. The 
bakers lives to an average age of 42, the 
butcher to 40, the brickmaker to 47, the 
carpenter to 46, the furnace man to 42, the 
mason to 48, the stone cutter to 43, the tan- 
ner to 49, vhe tinsmith to 41, the weaverto 
44, the drover to 45, the inn keeper to 40, 
the laborer to 41, the domestic servant

personal neatness; and soap and water 7? 
Those who average half a century among 
mechanics are those who keep their lungs 
and musclesin health and moderate exercise, 
and are not troubled with weighty cares. 
Tho blacksmith hammers till 51, the coopsr 
till 52, and the wheelwright till 50. ‘The 
miller lives to be whitened with the age of 
61. The ropemaker lengthens the thread of

The Shawangaunk Tunnel. 


‘The editor of the Middleton Mereury 


gives the following observations of the 
tunnel on the Midland Railroad 
nowin course of excavation:—“ Passing 


through the ancient village of Blooming- 
burg, situated on one of the finest decliyi- 
ties of the old Shawangaunk, we ascended 
the mountain as far as the eastern ontrance 
of the tunnel, where we halted to make an 
Sel pal of the place.

Yet efforts to introduce it into Cali- 
fornia have hitherto been scarcely more 
prosperous than in other parts of the Union. 
Certain difficulties connected with Ameri- 
can mining have been surmounted by the 
simple process of importing foreign miners, 
and now that the people of the Flowery 
Kingdom are so numerous in the Valleys of 
the Sierra Nevada, we may hope better 
things for our tra culture. It is, at all 
events, to be tried ona grand scale.

useful and productive citizens. Such were 
the effects of thirteen years’ war in the 
nineteenth century. 


The number of Chinesein the United 
States at the endof 1869 is estimated at 
90,000, among whom were but 5,000 women 
and 2,000 children, Since immigration be- 
gan in 1848, 138,000 have come to the 
United States, of whom 38,000 have return- 
ed to China, and about 10,000 have died.

. Ment and absorbation of Holland and 
Belgium, in the face of the puplic opinion 
of the world is really astonishing. 

This “Secret Treaty” as a revelation of 
the character of the men who wield such a 
mighty influence in Europe at the pres- 
sent moment, is startling, almost hor- 
rifying, Who will say that Dr. Gum- 
mings end Armageddon are not possibil- 
ities. Napoleon and Bismarck ure both 
impervious to ideas of moral right and 
wrong, and the rest of the world may al- 
most rejoice that Prussia and France are 
likely to expend their superfluous ener- 
gies in diminishing each other's power of 
doing mischief to their more peaceable 
neighbors.

The Curiosities of Mining. 


That there are more things in heaven and 
earth than our philosophy dreams of, is 
proved every day to an extent that must 
muako the wise among us unpleasantly con- 
scious of helpless ignorance. Prospecting 
for gold has been hitherto conducted on 
strictly scientific principles, guided by tho 
lay of ground, the indications of former 
water courses, and the general geological 
features of the neighborhood, But it has 
now been shown that a forked hazel wand 
is a better guide to hidden mineral wealth 
than anything else yet known, Some years 
ago a man named Mallory took up his resi- 
dence near Yreka, and commenced wander- 
ing through the mountains with a piece of 
forked stick in his hands, Many people 
thought he was crazy, but others of more 
expericnce made known his object, so that 
his actions were watched with considerable 
interest. At length the workings of the 
divining rod indicated to him that a saddle- 
shaped bed of silver ore was snugly wrap- 


| ped up in an adjoining hill, and without any 


other encouragement he commenced to 
drive a tunnel to it. For seven long years 
he labored patiently, satisfied that his 
simple instrument, guided by the mysterious 
laws of attraction, could not be at fault, 
and last week his perseverance was reward- 
ed by striking the golden pommel of the 
saddle ; the first substantial proof of the im- 
mense treasures concealed there. ‘The rock,

the head of the combination which has 
hitherto rendered him the one-man powor 
in the Governmont—a power which is al- 
ways at the sorvice of tho hierarchy, oxcept 
what he may by the way do for the Grand 
Tronk and the Hudson's Bay Company.

The Lieut. General commanding Her 
pleasure in publishing in general order, 
the following extracts of a despatch he has 
received from the Secretary of State for 
War :— 

I am directed to express to you the satis- 
faction of Hey Majesty's government on 
the complete success which has attended 
the measures taken by you in conjunction 
with the government of the Dominion, for 
the repressing of the inroads of Fenian 
brigands into Canada.

The balcony is but thirty or forty feet 
long, but there were jammed upon it over two 
hundred people, many of whom were ladies, 
The weight of the great throng was too much 
for the piazza, and with a crash the balcon: , 
with its load of human freignt, fell into the 
river below, a distance of nearly twenty feet. 
Over a hundred and fifty men, women aud chil- 
dren went down. *'The excitement was fearful, 
Ppp aliriek of the wounded and the cries of 
the affrighted women created consternation, 
for, although the water was not deep, many 
had fainted and many were hurled under the 
ruins. The horror-stricl.en multitude and the 
membc~s of theelub who had fortunately es- 
caped immediately plunged into the water to 
the rescue of the struggling victims, and in a 
minutes all were taken fromthe water. To 
their astonishment, none were killed, and con- 
sidering the nature of the accident, there were 
but few injured. The water was discolored 
with blood, and it is surprising that several 
persons were not killed.

As illustrating quick perception and rare 
presence of mind, Chambers’ Journal youch- 
es for the truth of the following story, 
which was orginally published under guise 
of fiction : 
Caroline G——, a good-looking, finely 
proportioned young girl, lived as lady's maid 
with a fashionable young widow, rather 
passe, One evening, after having assisted at 
her mistress’ toilet for a dinner party, sho

“Everything in regard to the question of 
the Duchies will remain in obscurity until 
the syndics of the crown have made their 
advice known.

Col. Brown, when asked the same ques- 
tion,seemed much discomposed, and answer- 
ed, ‘Guilty I presume, sir.” 
Gen. J. J. Donnelly appeared by counsel, 
who stated that an affidavit would be pre- 
sented to-morrow setting forth sickness as 
cause for adjournment, 
Col- Hugh McGinness not appearing to an- 


swer the charge, his bail was declared for- 
feited, 


The trial of Daniel Murphy was adjourned 
till the October term by the agreement of 
counsel, M 
Captain John J. Monahan will be tried to 
morrow morning, if he makes his appearance, 
otherwise his bail will be declared forfeited, 


Windsor, Veimont, July 30. 
Capt. Monaha was arraigned before the

A SAD STORY OF THE TWENTY YBARS A

a citizen of Now Jorsey appears much like 
tho romantic tales found in our sensation | 
weeklios ; but tho narrative ts novertheloss 
true, a8 thd distressed family of the ndven- 
turer, who still reside it xy city, ean 
tostify, Twonty yearsago a gentleman in}) 
moderate circumstances, living in Jersey | 
city, determined to try his luck in China, 
Accordingly he invested most of his capital 
in goods suited for that market and embar 
ked on board a ship bound for Hong Kong 
via Liverpool, His family consisting of lis 
wife and several childven, were left with 
sufficient means for their maintainance un- 
til his return, which was expected in four 
years. ‘The ship on board which our Jer- 
sOyMAN Was a passenger had a fine run to 
Liverpool, where sho completed her lading, 
and then started on a long voyage to Chi- 
na. Once only did the family of the Jer- 
seyman hear from him after le ig Liver- 
pool, and that was by a letter received by a 
ship which spoke tho Jerseyman’s craft af- 
ter rounding the Capo of Good Hope, 
Months passsed by and no further news of | 
the ship. She never arrived at Hong 
Kong, and nearly a year aftor her depar- 
ture from Liverpool, her captain returned 
to that port with the sad tale of her foun- 
dering in mid ocean, and his own escape, 
with most of the crew and passengers, from 
a fearful death, The Jerscyman was not 
among the gayed, A dreadful” storm, 
which continued for many days, drove the 
ship far out of her course to the southward, 
and finally, after losing all her spars, she 
went down, giving her crew baroly time to 
lower the boats before the noble vessel 
ado her final plunge, The boats conta, 
ing the captain and most of the crew, aftor 
tossing upon the sea for several days, finally 
reached a group of islands, where they re- 
mained six or seven months, kindly treated 
by the natives, until taken off by a trans- 
ient trader and carried to Calcutta, where 
they secured a passage to this’ city. But 
the boat in which were the Jersey.nan and 
the five seamen was never heard of since 
tho first night after leaying the wreck. 
Twenty years of sorrow aad privation 
for the Jersey family passed. The noble- 
hearted widow and mother fought against 
the ills of poverty, keeping her children 
under her own roof tree, educating them 
and fitting them well to fight the baile o7 
life. Twenty years rolled slowly around. 
Children became men and women, and 
strange young faces were seen around the 
hearthstone. The suffering wife’s hair was 
turning white, and the trosiing heart was 
well-nigh broken from its long waiving, 
when, six weeks ago, came a leiter from 
the wanderer, reciting his sad history. The 
second morning after the wreck nothing- 
was to beseen of the other boats, With 
but ® small stock of provisions, the Jersey- 
man and his five companions, hopiagagainst 
hope, determined to shape their course 
south by east trusting to make one of the 
many groops of islands known to lie in 
that direction, After tem days toil; dbring 
which two of the seamen died from priva- 
tions, the paviy reached a small island, 
when they were immediately seized by the 
natives and condemned to alive of slavery, 
Their captors were cannibals, and long 
sought to induce the white mea to join them 
in their horrible orgies ; bat finding both 
threats and entreaties unavailing, they fin- 
nally desisted, and allowed their white 
slaves to eat ofsuch food as they themselves 
chose, One after the other of his white 
companions died, untilthe Jerseyman was 
left alone to his life of servitude among 
the savages, and so closely was he watched 
that although many ships touched at that 
island he was unable to communicate with 
them, At length a schooner from Avstra- 
lia dropped anchor during a night in March 
last, in a coye near the hut occupied by the 
Jerseyman, who paddled off to her before 
any of the natives were astir. So longhad 
he been among savages that he had «lost 
nearly every recollection of his origin, and 
had forgotten his native language. After 
gaining the deck of the schooner he was for 
some time unable to articulate a word, and 
only after a copious flood of teavs had re- 
lieved him was the strong man able to utter 
the simple word “home.” 
Finally, after “many efforts, he made the 
captain ‘understood his stery, which so af- 
fected the noble-hearted sailor that he at 
once weighed anchor and sailed for Mel- 
bourne, where he arrived after a short 
passage. The last scene of all. Here the 
Jerseyman was kindly cared for by the au- 
thorities, but being taa ynwell to take 
passage by tho fipst steamer to Honolulu 
and San Francisco, he sent the letter con- 
tainining the joyful tidings of his safety, — 
Last week a letter, in amourning envelope, 
from Melbouvno, was received by the 
Jerseyman’s family, It was from a city 
official, and contained the sad tidings of the 
wanderer’s death, After twenty years of 
hardship and slavery, just as he was ready 
to embark for his long-coyeted home, was 
called to take a longer, mere dreaded 
journey, and in that far-off land, and among 
strangers, yt among Christians, his spirit 
took its flight,
